WATER METERS 


The finance committee of the city council bas 


voted to repeal the ordinance passed in the Dever 
administration requiring universal water meter- 
ing. The committee's action was taken at the 
request and upon the insistence of Mayor Thorn 
son. 

If the city council approves the recommendation 


of the committee the city may find itself in con- 


flict with the war department. this conflict 
Chicago will be in the right so far as constitu- 
tional Principles are invitved, we believe. 80 far 
as we know the federal government has no right 


to limit the amount of drinking water which 


Chicagpans take from the lake, and still less 
right to prescribe the terms upon which the city 
is to sell water to its residents. The war depart- 
ment obtained the whip hand under somewhat 
unusual circumstances. Something over two years 
ago the Supreme court handed down a decision 
which might have limited Chicago's diversion 
through the canal to 4,167 cubic feet a second had 
not @ special permit been obtained from the war 
department for additional water for the canal. 
That permit allowed the diversion of 8,500 feet 
on é@endition that the sanitary district proceed 
with ite sewage treatment program and the city 
i water meters in every’ building in Chicago. 
If tha had not been accepted. and the 
flow the canal had been reduced, the 
menace of typhoid fever and other water-borne 
diseases would have been grave. The reduced flow 
through the canal would have been insufficient, 
after 4 heavy rain, to prevent the river with all 


its lead of disease bacteria from backing into the 


lake. At the same time the canal, a minor of- 
fense t the nostrils today, would have become a 
stenéh in the midst of city if only half as 
much Water as now dilutes the city’s wastes were 
alloweG. The war department forced the city, 
under threat of discomfort and disease, to take 
action which the federal government, we think, 
had mo legal right to demand. The fact that an 
ordimaice was passed under duress cannot be in- 
terpreted as a waiving of its constitutional rights 
by the city. 

te the war 
department can be justified on politica! grounds, 
too. He promised, when a candidate, to put a 
stop to untversal metering. That pledge undoubt- 
edly won him votes. Perhaps he could not have 


been elected without it, although universal meter- 


ing ®omeerns only-a@ limited section of the popu- 
lation. Industrial and commercial establishments 
have been metered for many years.

est chiefly to owners of single family dwellings.

the water they use is metered. Neverthelegs, Mr. 
Thompson owes a political debt to the citizens 
who supported bim because he promised to repeal 
the ordinance. {f he does nothing to carry out 
his pledge he convicts himself of a lack of political 
integrity and he alicnates friends. 

That side of the question appeals to him, we 
imagine, more strongly than the engineering facts. 
Chicago today is pumping more water, per capita, 
At least a 
third of the water sent into the mains is wasted 
and there is little doubt that universal metering 
would serve to diminish the waste. Money would 
thus be saved to the city directly in reducing the 
cost of pumping. Another large sum would be 
saved in reducing the cost of creating sewage, 
Which ig proportionate to the amount of sewage 
rather than to the amount of solid matter it con- 
tains. Sewage treatment is costly. Present plans 
of the sanitary district call for an expenditure of 
more than $100,000,000 for treatment plants. — 
Still another large sum would be saved in re 
Guecing the cost of filtration. Chicago at present 
Goes mot filter the water supply. Instead, the 
Water is treated with chlorine to destroy any bac- 
teria u may contain. Generally the chlorine does 
the work. Our death rate from typhoid is sald to 
bé lower than that of any other great city. Home- 
chicrination falls through failure of ‘the 
Cniorinating apparatus to function or through un- 
usual contamination at the intakes from one cause 
or eacther, Typhoid is the result. Frequently
